Rome, and to acquaint the Pope with her Succef- 
fion; but that haughty Prelate being infatuated, 
declar'd her to be illegitimate, faid he would not | 
contradict the Declarations of his Predeceiiors in 
that Matter, alledg’d that Englond held in Fee of 
his Chair, and demanded that fhe fhould renounce 
her Pret.niions, and iubmit to him. The Provi-' 
dence of God was very remarkable in this, Ko- 
ger 5 for cwifiderisg the Queen’s Temper and Ad- 
dictnefs to the old Rites as abovem:ntion’d, ‘tis 
probable the would vever bave advanc’d the Ke- 
formation fo far as fhe did, had ihe not met with 
this infapportable Affront-from the Pope. 

Another thing which kept the Spirit of Impo- 
fition, and of an Averfion to a further Reforma- 
tion alive, was the univerfal Compliance of the 
Papifts with the publick Worfhip in the beginning 
of her Reign, and the falling in of the Genera- 
lity of the Bifhops and Clergy with it for the 
fake of their Benefices, This gave them a better 
Opportunity of oppofing a further Reformation 
than otherwife they could have had, and ftreng- 
then’d the hands of the Highflying Proteftants. 

That the Generality of the Popifh Party com- 
ply’d, is evident from Sir Simon D’Ewes’s Jous- 
nal, aud Dr. Barnet’s Hiftory, where, Part II. 
pag. 401. we are inform’d, that when the Vifi- 
tors, or firft High-Commiflion Court of that 
Reign, made their Report to the Queen of the O- 
bedicnce given to the Laws and her Injunctions, 
it appear'd, that of 9400 Benefic’d Men in Eng- 
land, there were only 14 Bifhops, 6 Abbots, 12 
Deans, 12 Archdeacons, 15 Heads of Colleges, 50 
Prebendaries, and 80 Rectors of Parifhes that had 
left their Benefices on the Account of Religion ; 
fo that here was only 189 out of 9400 that did 
not comply. This, asthe Dodtor obierves, gave 
the Proteltant Bifhops the fame Apprehentions of 
the Danger of Religion, by the Jugglings of the 
greatelt parr of the Clergy, who retain’d their 
AffeGtion to the old Superitition, that thofe in K.
